The Managing Committee met on Tuesday last, the 
lith instant, at their office, No. 113, Grafton-street--- 
Groree Peruair, Esq., LL. D., in the chair. 

There were present—W m. C. Kyle, Esq., LL.D.; John 
E. Pigot, Esq.,; Charles Copinger, Esq., Q.C.; Wm. 
Jenkins, Esq., LL.D.; and George F. Mulvany, Esq., 
R. II. A., Secretary. 

After the minutes of the last meeting were read and 
confirmed, several letters were read from agents and 
others, in réference to the routine business of the as- 
sociation.

every department of the State. To elevate such a 
character is to insult the Justices of Ireland, to en- 
courage disaffection, and to reward participation im 
a secret confederacy more dangerous than Ribbon- 
ism, because its agents are found in every walk of 
life. 
There are but two ways in which such an appoint- 
mentcan be accounted for. On the one hand, we 
may suppose that the old system which led to the 
mutiny in India is to be adopted here. As Hindoo 
and Mahometan idolatries were honoured by Go- 
vernment patronage there, so Ultramontanism is 
decorated and advanced to power here. Ireland is 
to be surrendered to the worshippers of the Papacy, 
and the open expression of treason is to be quieted 
by the surrender of all principle. 
To cheer for the Pope is harmless, to listen to 
derisive jests upon our Queen entitlesto promotion. 
Henceforth we shall have crowds of competitors for 
the Commission of the Peace. What legal know- 
ledge, the possession of a noble inheritance, cannot 
obtain may be readily procured by the associate of St. 
Vincent de Paul; and that the Irish Executive is 
hand in hand with the Papal, as distinguished from 
the Roman Catholic party, is readily seen from the 
conduct pursued towards a qualified eandidate for 
the Commission of the Peace. Captain Balfe is a 
Roman Catholic gentleman, of large and ancient es- 
tate. His opinions are liberal, and consequently not 
Ultramontane. For three years he was placed on 
the judge’s list of those who were recommended for 
the shrievalty of Roscommon County. Passed over 
in the two preceding years, he was placed first on 
the lists this present year by the judges who thus ex- 
pressed their opinion of his fitness. This year also he 
was passed over, and,upon requesting to ascertain the 
reason, was, informed after some evasion, that he had 
perpetrated the crime of being present in a booth 
while one of his tenants tendered his vote against the 
Ultramontane candidate. In vain he denied th at he 
ever spoke to the man, or influenced him directly or 
indirectly ; in vain he assures the Government that 
he did not know even his personal appearance---it 
was enough that he was a moderate Roman Catholic, 
and, therefore, disqualified for even the troublesome 
office of Sheriff of the County. . 
We can account for the nomination of the Presi- 
dent of St. Vincent de Paul in another way. There 
are dissensions in the Cabinet almost approaching to 
disruption. It is known that even a division took 
place, ia which the advocates of the liberties of Italy 
were in aminority. It is by no means unlikely that 


itself early, if not before the meeting of Parliament, 
from internal diseord. There is talk of a Romanising 
party, thoroughly in favour of the Papacy. The 
nominations made by the Irish branch are proof 
that its leaders are not averse to renew the Lichfield 
House Conspiracy, and bargain for power by a 
sacrifice of patronage to the Prelacy. The policy is 
evidently to render the administration of justice im- 
possible in Ireland, by appointing men who, if 
present in a court, should be anywhere rather than 
on the bench, and to entail upon a Conservative 
Government the unavoidable necessity of purging 
the lists of the Commission of the Peace, before jus- 
tice itself could be administered. 

One thing is certain, there can no longer be (if 
there ever was) any Protestant sympathy with the 
present Government. Many, fully alive to the diffi- 
culty of the crisis, were willing to give a feeble Go- 
vernment what aid they could without forfeiture of 
principle.

In his absence nothing 
went well. When he went down, Italy went down. The 
Government of Piedmont became a Government of Pied- 
mont and nothing more. Miserable little selfish jobbers, 
who saw ina great revolution only a provincial oppor- 
tunity ; small men, whose only idea was to use the rest of 
Italy to the profit ot Piedmont, and to find good places for 
particular Piedmontese these were the people who 
came to the surface when Cayour d . . ae 
trial of the persistency and patriotism of Lombardy and 
the other provinces was very great. We have published 
warnings from time to time that such a state of things 
could not long continue. Milan and Florence could not 
shut their eyes and suffer for ever. No self-sacrifice in 
Cavour and Garibaldi could always hide the shameful 
slights and petty ＋ of which they were made the 
objects. Mazzini was creeping on to the scene., and 
lurked in the background; Como, Cremona, Crema, and 
the Duchies were all overshadowed by his influence, 
and there was great reason to fear that the patriotism of 
the Italians would snap under the tension of the Turin 
rule, or that their patience would he exhausted, and the 
apostles of violence would have their day. 

Every danger of this kind is ended by the return of 
Cavour to his proper position at the head of the Sardi- 
nian Government. This fact is doubly significant, for 
it tells us not only that an Italian policy will henceforth 
rule in Turin, but also that an Italian policy will be 
permitted and protected from Paris. The are ef Italian 
rule is widening ; what will it not soon comprehend ? 
Venice we may hope to see become again Italian by 
purchase ; but how will Naples fare when she is cut off 
from her natural allies—when she has ne Austrian 
army in Italy to come to her assistance, and when the 
Pope is no longer able to keep her in countenance by 
acts of tyranny and deeds of blood? At this moment 
the King of Naples is acting as those confiding Neapolitans 
act who build their little white villas half way up Ve- 
suvius. Ferdinand II. bates no one jot of his preroga- 
tive to do evil. We mentioned the other day the case 
of a young gentleman of mixed Neapolitan and English 
descent who had been arrested and cast into prison—an 
inoffensive young man, who took no part in politics. 
That young man is still in prison, unaccused, unexamined, 
and hopeless of release. We are told that, so far as 
it can be guessed, the cause of his arrest was as 


follows :—Last year the French and Sardinian 
Ministers at Naples illumjnated their hotels in 
honour of the battle of Magenta. A crowd of 


Neapolitans gathered under the windows, and among 
the crowd was this young man. The armed police 
made an onslaught on the sightseers, wounded some, 
and made many prisoners. The prisoners were carried 
before a court-martial, who proposed to shoot them off- 
hand, and it is seriously affirmed that they were only 
prevented from doing so by the energetic repre- 
sentations of the French Minister. The young 
man to whose arrest we are alluding escaped, 
but, as it was thought probable that he had 
been ‘remarked by some of the police agents, 
he left the Neapolitan territories for some time. 
Upon his return he was immediately arrested, and 
his house searched, but, as the authorities acknow- 
ledged, without finding in it any paper of a political 
charaeter. Thus, some Neapolitan citizens were 
wounded, some were in danger of being shot, and one 
has, after a long interval, been arrested, simply for 
standing to look at the illuminated windows of a foreign 
Ambassador. How dry must be the elements of com- 
bustion laid up in such a kingdom as this, and how 
readily they will catch fire when Cavour shall bring his 
kindling influence close up to the frontier.

The Globe on the pamphlet published by a 
“ Catholic Layman“ :- 

A week or so back we were glad to read a letter which 
appeared in the columns of a contemporary, written by 
an English Roman Catholic of mark and standing, in 
which, in a few words, he declared that he, and such as 
he, could separate the spiritual from the temporal power 
of the Pope, and revere the one without upholding the 
other.

Was the te feeling of Romanism here? Mr.

Sir,—Referring to your late leading article, I beg to trou- 
ble you with a few words upon the projected undertaking. 
Suggesting a central convenient situation, Dawsen-streetor | 
Kildare-street, at the south side, would be the most desirable, 
To such a reading-room, to add a club-room, with the ad- 
vantages of a club, where the members could have cold beef, 
soup, coffee, or a chop, &., cleanly and well served, 
would be a step in the right direction, and tend very much 
to interest all in this city, where so many employes—educated 
men, always ready when opportunity occurs to step into the 
ranks above them—blessed with only a small proportion of 
worldly wealth, viz., the clerks of merchants, brewers, bank- 
ers, éc.—to a majority of such living outside town, such an in- 
stitution must prove satisfactory and self-supporting.

would be manifestly unfair towards our remote and poorer 
districts, which, for want ef funds, can scarcely be supplied 
by the Commissioners with bare necessaries for public wor- 
ship (not to speak of rebuilding or enlargement), to expend 
on a city church a sum sufficient to build half a dozen plain 
edifices, such as many parishes in the country have been long 
applying for, and waiting for in vain. The rich merchants 
of St. Andrew’s Parish, and of Dublin in general, ought surely 
not to be slew in coming forward with subscriptions to repair 
the late sad accident, when it is considered that they are the 
persons benefited by the very act which now cramps the 
Commissioners—namely, that most unjust and arbitrary act 
of filching from the Ecclesiastical fund £11,000 a year, to 
exempt thecitizens from the payment of Ministers Money. 
Every Protestant, at least, ought to be willing te contribute 
as much as he has saved during the last few years, by the 
abolition of this tax. At all events, let not the poor parishes 
in the country suffer, or be deprived of necessaries, to furnish 
city churches with Ecclesiastical ornaments and superflui-

Among the 
strongest opponents of the reforms is, it ap-

There may be some- 
thing also in the fact that nobody thought of con- 
sulting him; he remained ignorant of the measure to 
the last moment. The opposition he can no longer offer 
in the Cabinet he gives in the Privy Council, of which 
he is, as you are aware, a member of 100,000f. power.

RUSSIA.

Its ob- 
jects are wholly comprised under three heads :— First, 
the bringing together of those results of experience 
which so many shipbuilders, marine engineers, naval 
officers, yachtsmen, and others are acquiring quite inde- 
pendently of eaeh other in various parts of the country, 
and which, though almost valueless while unconnected, 
will doubtless tend much te improve our, navies when 
brought together in the printed transactions of the insti- 
tution. Seeondly, the carrying ont By the collective 
agency of the institution of such experimental and other 
inquiries as may be deemed essential to the promotion 
of the science and art of ship-building, but are of too 
great magnitude for private to undertake indi- 
vidually. Thirdly, the examination of new inventions, 
and the investigation of those professional questions 
which often arise, and are left undecided because no 
public body to which professional reference can be made 
now exists. The means by which it is that 
the first of these objects shall be effected consists of the 
reading and discussion of papers at periodical meeti 
of the institution, the exhibition of drawings and — 
the publication of reports of the proceedings of the in- 
stitution, and the establishment of a professional libra 
and museum. The means by which the second object fe 
to be effected will, of necessity, vary with the nature of 
the inquiries to be instituted. The objects embraced 
under the third head will be carried out either by the 
council or by a special committee appointed by it.

ADULTERATION OF Branpy IN France.—The Tribu- 
nal of Correctional Police at Rouen two days back tried 
M. Dumesnil, a spirit merchant of that place, for hav- 
ing sold as brandy a mixture of water and alcohol dis- 
tilled from corn and coloured with burnt sugar. It was 
admitted that the mixture was of the customary strength, 
but the public prosecutor maintained that it was a fraud 
to colour such mixtures and sell them as brandy. The 
defendant pleaded that it was the custom of the trade to 
use burnt sugar to give corn spirit a darkish colour, and 
that the difference in the price was sufficient to show 
that it could not be wine brandy. The tribunal, how- 

ever, declared that to sell for brandy spirits coming 
from corn and coloured with burnt sugar was illegal, 
and condemned Dumesnil to pay a fine of sixteen francs, 
and also ordered the confiscation of the spirit seized. — 
Galignani. 

A correspondent at St. Petersburg, writing on the 
9th,says:— Prince Bariatinskii arrived here yesterday 
morning by an express train on the Moscow Railway, 
and alighted at the Winter Palace, where the apartments 
formerly occupied by the Grand Duke Nicholas, 
brother of the Emperor, had been prepared for him. 
His Imperial Highness now resides at the Anitchkor 
Palace. It was Dournov, aidc-de-camp to the Emperor 
and grandson of Marshal Prince Volkonskii, who was 
sent with the baton of marshal to Prince Bariatinskii, 
and they met at about 200 verstes (jths of a mile each) 
from Stavropol.
